This solidified the people 
in opposition and this solidity has been 
made firmer by the bloody shirt policy of 
the republicans. The Herald and other 
northern journals which are disposed to 
discuss these questions intelligently and 
fairly, should think of these things. If 
the bioody shirt issue is to keep the 1e- 
publican party in power, it will also keep 
the south solid.

Mr. Noreross’s Attack on the Ne- 
groes. 


We have already briefly alluded to the 
rather queer charge which Mr. Jonathan 
Norcross, in the concluding portion of 
his recently published address, makes 
against the colored leaders. He advises 
the negro voters to beware of such of 
their leaders as have declared in favor of 
Governor Colquitt, and he more than in- 
timates that they have succumbed to cor- 
rupting influences. In other words, Mr. 
Norcross charges indirectly that if the lead- 
ing colored men who are active in behalf 
of Governor Colquitt had not been 
made the victims of bribery they 
would now be in favor of the election ol 
Mr. Norwood. Now, it is a fact that the 
most prominent and most intelligent col- 
ored men in the state—ihe men who lead 
their people, and who have a*right to lead 
them—are for Colquiit. According to 
Mr. Norcross, these leading colored men 
are mere hirelings in the pay of white 
men and have no interest in the matter 
save to earn the money that has been 
paid them. 

In this assuniption, as in lis recent at- 

tempt to druw the color iine in the re- 
publican party in this state, Mr. Norcross 
is animated by an undue prejudice 
not only against the negro = as 
a race, but as an individual. This 
prejudice is the basis of Mr. Norcrose’s 
position to-day, and the prejudice is fed 
by an animus which seems to spring 
from a conviction on the part of Mr. 
Norcross that a negro, no matter how in 
telligent, has no right to think or act in-- 
dependently of certain white republicans 
who assume all the functions of leader- 
ship. If this prejudice is not at the bot- 
tom of Mr. Norcross’s uncalled for charge 
against colored men, why did he not 
frame it 50 as to embrace all leading re- 
publicans who are in favor of the re-elec- 
tion of Governor Colquitt?” Some of the 
most influential white republicans in the 
state prefer Governor Colquitt to Mr. Nor- 
wood, and they do not hesitate to express 
their preference. Why does Mr. Norcross 
not charge that ..

TURKISH HOME LIFE, 


atin 


Where Reform is Most Needed in the 
Orient. — 
_ Harper's Magazine. 

Every Turk leads two lives, He may be 
in the society of Europeansduring six hours 
of every day. He is then well dressed, 
vivacious, haps in nt. But this 

of his life is not the part which forms 

is motives. It is not then that the fina! 
causes are at work which govern his acts. 
His life, when he is in the busy whirl of the 
world, is superficial and unreal. How arti- 
ficial it is can be seen io the alacrity with 
which, on his return'to his harem, he lays 
off bis broadcloth ciothes of his public exis- 
tence, and dons the white baggy trousers, 
the open necked vest, and the long gown 
dear w bis heart. He is only ready w be at 
eaze when he releases his feet from patent 
leather and from stockings, and thrusts 
them into unheeled slippers. Then he is 
himself, for he is at home. The harem is 
‘o every Turk his haven of refuge. To it he 
may flee from every care. About the harem 
cling all the sweetest associations of his 
life Ail his best feelings find exercise in 
that sacred place. His mother, perhaps, is 
there, or bis sisters. There only he enjoys 
the prattie of his children. There alone in 
all the world can the tired man find the 
balms of sympathy. There he bas his books, 
and can study in peace if he will. There 
he enjoys the richness of bis splendid 
flower garden. In the domain of the women, 
with bills and vales and moon-touched sea 
before his eyes, he dreams away Lissummer 
evenings under the subtle spell of nature 
And here he meets the controlling in- 
fluences of his life. The women of the 
harem, mother, sisters and wives, wait upon 
the man coming wearily home from his 
struggle with :ife. They are to him humbler 
servants or merry companions, as his m 
is. They please him with his children, or 
leave him aloue with his books, at his be- 
hest. Sooner or later, nowever, they assert 
their woman’s right of talking on serious 
topics, and then they have him at ther 
mercy. Now these women who make the 
home of the Turks are rarely his equal in 
mental scqguirements. No question of blood 
rules the selection of wives among tbe 
Turks. A woman born in a mud hove! 
often rules in a pasha’s palace. At the very 
best, Turkish women rarejy have any edu 
cation beyond the primer. They believe in 
signs and wonders; in the active agency of 
evil spirits; in the existence of a great 
dragon who periodically attempts toswallow 
the moon; in charms and incantations. In 
short, they are as superstitious as they can 
be after centuries of hereditary ignorance. 
But they are positive in opinion, and in- 
tolerant of opposition. Moreover, they are, 
above all things else, ardent anti bigoted 
Mohammedans. Such are the intellectual 
surroundings of a Turk during that part of 
his life which he loves. And when the 
women of his house turn the conversation 
upon public affairs, the poor man is helpless 
in their hands, because he knows the fuuility 
of logic in such discussion. Often a pesba 
meets at home a petition which he bas re- 
fused in his office, and yielding to sheer 1m- 
portunity on the part cf his women, he re 
wards the shrewdness of the man who has 
found means to invoke such aids. Often it 
has happened that the pasha disappoints an 
ambassador, and violates his promise to 
support a new measure, because the women 
of his household object to the deviation 
from custom He must yield to bis home 
circle or break with them entirely. These 
women are under no influences by which 
their opinions’may be changed, They live 
in a world of their own, and are entirely 
unaware of an existence preferable to their 
own, and know nothing of that outside 
world to which they are simply curiosities 
of antique origin. 
ihis glance at the home life of the Turk 
and its influence upon him leaves little to 
hope from the Turks in the direction of vol- 
uptaty sxbandonment of old systems aud 
practices.
